On 23rd March 1957 a Casino pilot, Lawrence William M cM ahon was 
killed when the R oyal N ewcastleA ero Club Chipmunk hewas flying crashed 
coming to rest about 400 yards off the Casino-Tenterfield Road. The plane 
had just flown over the home of Mr James Hollis and struck a tree. H ollis, 
who knew the pilot, ran to the site of the burning wreckage and even though 
the plane was entangled in high tension wires and he was in great danger 
of electrocution, he still pulled M cM ahon's body away from the wrecked 
aircraft. Then with the help of a friend stripped the burning clothes from 
the pilot's body. At this point they could still hear the crackling from the 
‘live’ high tension wires on the plane. Despite the brave actions of Hollis, 
the pilot died. Records indicate a bronze award however this appears to be 
an incorrect entry as the medal is silver. Together with photocopy of the 
Richmond River Express newspaper detailing the accident for which H ollis 
received the award.

John Belisario (1820-1900), dental surgeon, arrived at Sydney from England 
in 1841 setting up a dental practice in Princes Street and in 1844 moved 
to Spring Street. He achieved renown in 1847 by administering surgical 
anaesthesia, believed to be the first use of ether for that purposein Australia. 
He had a distinguished career in dentistry and was well known in his field 
both in Australia and overseas. William H. Paling (1825-1895), ‘first violinist 
of the R oyal H olland Academy’ arrived at Sydney in 1853. H ewas prominent 
as a violinist, music teacher and composer issuing his ‘Sydney Railway Waltz’ 
in 1855 to commemorate the inauguration of the Sydney to Parramatta 
Railway. Among his many achievements and activities he is probably best 
remembered for his Paling's M usic Store in George Street, Sydney. H e also 
established branches at Toowoomba, Brisbane and N ewcastle. A noted 
philanthropist he donated his 450-acre model farm, Grasmere at Camden, 
to be used as a convalescent and respite hospital.

Francis Abbott was born in England, later served an apprenticeship as a 
clockmaker and then established his own clock making and repair business. 
He published a book, A Treatise on the M anagement of Public Clocks, 
London 1838 and also a catalogue, A Descriptive Catalogue of H orological 
and Astronomical M achinery, sold at his business premises in M anchester. 
In 1844 he was accused of obtaining two watches by false pretences, an 
accusation vehemently denied by Abbott. However, he was convicted 
and sentenced to seven years transportation to Tasmania. He arrived at 
H obart Town in 1845, serving time in work gangs and after one year he 
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was assigned as a servant. In 1849 he received a ticket-of-leave and then set 
about establishing a watch and clock making business. The business was 
very successful not only from public business but also from contracting to 
government institutions as he was called upon to erect many public clocks 
including one at Government H ouse. Theclock business was not his only 
work. Because of his interest in astronomy he had started recording his 
observations soon after arriving at the colony. Captain J oseph Kay gave him 
free access to the Rossbank O bservatory and explained to him the method 
of registering and reducing. When the observatory closed in 1854 Abbott 
began to keep meteorological observations which were published each 
month in the Proceedings of the Royal Society of Tasmania. These records 
became the standard reference for the local climate and were also sent to 
the United States M eteorological Department for inclusion in world charts 
and printed for many years by the Tasmanian Government. Abbott was 
one of the pioneers to make observations from the southern hemisphere. 
He used scientific experimental techniques and kept himself abreast of 
the latest advances in Europe. In 1860 he was elected a member of the 
Royal Astronomical Society in London, contributing several papers which 
were published in its M onthly Notices. Between 1860-1874 a number of 
Abbott's papers were published in the Proceedings of the Tasmanian Royal 
Society and in H obart he had published the following of his works, M odern 
Astronomy in 1878, Resume on M odern Astronomy in 1879 and Sidereal 
Systems of M odern Astronomy, M ultiple Suns and Far-off Worlds in 1880. 
Astheresult of his extraordinary work, Abbott was recognized as oneof the 
leading astronomers in Australia, became a member of the Royal Society of 
Tasmaniain 1855 and a life member and councillor in 1861 and in 1869 was 
made a fellow of the Royal M eteorological Society and Royal Astronomical 
Society. During his lifetime he amassed a large philosophical and scientific 
library and an array of scientific instruments unique in the colony. M any of 
these now reside in museums and government institutions.

In his book 'The Japaneses Occupation of M alaya (Singapore) and its 
Currency', Wong Hon Sum outlines the circumstances of this interesting 
rarity. 'The British forces began air dropping these leaflets over M alaya and 
Singapore in late 1944 or early 1945 and the] apanese had not surrendered 
by then. As such, the people were afraid to be caught in possession of these 
leaflets, resulting in their rarity today. The Malay words WANG JEPUN 
AKAN MATI BERSAM A2 JEPUN written obliquely across the face of the 
note mean 'The] apanese invasion money will perish with the demise of the 
Japanese’. The back of the leaflet carries notices in M alay, J awi and Chinese 
printed in red. The Chinese version reads: 'T he] apanese had been driven out 
of Burma and their invasion notes had been annulled.

This lot comes from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from the 
time of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates 
VI of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues of Lysimachos two 
centuries earlier. These staters with the head of Alexander the Great linked 
him to Alexander, history's greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates 
embarked on a career of conquest, bringing most of the lands around the 
Black Sea under his control. These policies brought him into conflict with 
Romeand heconsequently tried to liberate the East from Romeand quickly 
defeated the local garrisons and massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 
80,000 in one night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but the Roman 
response came in 87 B.C. The Consul L. Sulla with five legions captured 
Athens and pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates was fined 
2000 talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. T hese gold staters 
were probably struck during his campaign in T hracein late 88 to early 87 B.C. 
to pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. Alternatively 
another view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were issues 
by Brutus in the Civil War of 44-42 B.C. See Celator, January 2000 (pp.

After a long and distinguished reign marked by moderation and stability, 
Hieron II was sufficiently assiduous to avoid any imperial aspirations in 
favour of loyalty to Rome, the prosperity of his people and family. In 218- 
216, whilethe Second Punic War was raging in Italy, he provided a powerful 
counterweight to any Carthaginian ambitions. He not only cooperated at 
sea with the Republic, but sent a contingent of 1500 troops and money 
in the form of a newly reformed currency in silver and gold, based on 
multiples of the traditional Sicilian silver unit of about 0.86 gram, the litra.

The ancient city of Zeugma, was founded in 300 B.C. by Seleukos N ikator, 
one of the generals of Alexander the Great. At that time the city was named 
after the general and called ' Seleukia on the Euphrates.' The population of the 
city was approximately 80,000. In 64 B.C. Z eugma was conquered and ruled 
by Rome and with this shift the name of the city was changed to Z eugma, 
in Greek meaning 'bridge-passage.' During Roman rule, the city became a 
regional centre, as the city of Zeugma was on thesilkroad connecting Antioch 
to China with its own quay on theriver Euphrates. In 256 A.D. Zeugma was 
destroyed by the Sasanian King, Sapur | and his invasion was so devastating 
so that Zeugma was not able to recover for many years. In the summer of 
2000, this city, one of the great frontier cities of the Roman Empire, all but 
disappeared under the flood waters of adam.

Mr O'Gorman initiated a well thought out campaign and 
it was entirely due to his organising ability and untiring tenacity that his 
plans ended in success. Mr O'Gorman was himself twice under fire during 
the progress of these operations and it was in no small measure due to 
his personal influence that the gang was exterminated. Since his transfer 
from Bijapur to the District of Kaira, Mr O'Gorman has been successful 
in breaking up another dangerous gang of dacoits. His services have been 
recognised by the Government of Bombay on both the occasions’. First Bar 
to KPM Gazette of India 01)an1930 ‘At the Ganpati celebrations at Surat 
in September 1928 widespread and frenzied rioting, which lasted for 24 
hours and in the course of which numerous cold-blooded murders were 
committed, took place between M uhammadans and Hindis in spite of the 
most careful precautions. Throughout these disturbances Mr O'Gorman 
had numerous personal encounters with infuriated rioters armed with lethal 
weapons and displayed the highest courage in dispersing them. H is spirited 
action, resource and organising ability were largely responsible for bringing 
the public disorder in a populous city like Surat under control in so short a 
space of time. This was accomplished without using firearms except on an 
occasion when the Police were obliged to firein their own defence and killed 
oneman'’. Second Bar to KPM Gazette of India 01) an1936 'On the night of 
the 23rd J anuary 1935, a Sikh of Poona City shot dead a M ussalman and an 
Arab woman. Mr O'Gorman was summoned to the scene where he found 
that the Sikh had ensconced himself with a B.L. gun in a strong position on 
the top storey of a large building, occupied by a number of men, women 
and children, from which he commanded the common staircase. The Sikh 
threatened to shoot anyone who approached and to have rushed the staircase 
would almost inevitably led to a heavy loss of life. Having drawn a cordon 
round thebuilding, M rO'Gorman with a party of armed policemen occupied 
a room at thetop of an opposite house from which rifles were trained on the 
house where the Sikh was hiding. It was of importance that the Sikh should 
either be made to surrender or be rendered harmless by shooting; for any 
ineffective action by Police would probably have resulted in the Sikh firing 
indiscriminately, and causing several casualties. The Sikh, however, did not 
expose himself, and subsequent attempts by M r O'Gorman and a Sikh priest 
who arrived on the scene, who both addressed the murderer from the front 
of the house merely elicited a determined reply from the Sikh to the effect 
that he would never surrender, and would shoot anyone who came near 
him. Finally however the Sikh told the priest to bring up the 'Saheb'. Mr 
O'Gorman, thereupon, accompanied the priest to the top storey. There he 
discovered a passage leading to a room where the Sikh stood with his gun. 
In front lay the body of one of the murdered persons, and stepping over 
this, Mr O'Gorman entered the room, calling out that he was unarmed, and 
asking the Sikh to surrender, which he did. He had six live cartridges in his 
possession. Thecool and patient manner in which M r O'Gorman handled the 
situation undoubtedly prevented further loss of life. H edisplayed admirable 
personal courage, and power of leadership in himself incurring the great 
risk of going unarmed up the stairs to confront the armed murderer’. O BE

Sir Robert George Wyndham Herbert GCB was the first Premier of 
Queensland. Born at Brighton, England on 12 J une1831, theonly son of the 
H onourableAlgernon H erbert, a younger son of the first Earl of Carnarvon. 
Educated at Eton and Balliol College, Oxford he won a Balliol scholarship 
in 1849 and then the H ertford and Ireland scholarships. He won the Latin 
verse prize in 1852, graduated with second class final honours from the 
classical school, was elected Fellow of All Souls in 1854 and was Eldon 
law scholar. H e was private secretary to William Ewart Gladstone in 1855 
and was called to the bar of the Inner Temple in 1858. Herbert arrived at 
Brisbane on 10 December 1859 as private secretary to Sir George Ferguson 
Bowen who was appointed first governor of the colony of Queensland. 
Immediately after arriving, he was appointed Colonial Secretary and with the 
governor and others formed an executive council. Hewas appointed Premier 
of Queensland in December 1859 and at the first election held in early 1860 
was returned unopposed. H erbert continued as Premier of Queensland until 
February 1866, proving himself to be a good leader with the Queensland 
parliament, during his tenure, being the most stable and functional of all 
thosein the colonies. In February 1866 in thewakeof some colonial financial 
difficulties he resigned. The subsequent premier, Arthur M acalister served 
as premier only until 20 J uly 1866 and then, at the request of the governor, 
Herbert formed a temporary ministry for three weeks until M acalister 
returned. Immediately after, H erbert returned to England and shortly after 
was appointed Assistant Secretary to the Board of Trade. In 1870 he was 
appointed Assistant Under-Secretary for the Colonies and in 1871 became 
permanent Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies holding the position 
for twenty one years. H e left the colonial office in 1892 but did return for a 
few months at the request of Joseph Chamberlain. From 1893-1896 he was 
Agent-General for Tasmania and worked actively towards the formation of 
the British Empire League. H eheld the honorary office of H igh Sheriff of the 
County of London in 1899. H ewas also Director of Peninsular and O riental 
Steamship Company and as well, Knight (First Class) of the Order of the

Crown of Johore. H ewas appointed Chairman of the Tariff Commission in 
December 1903 and on 6 M ay 1905 he died at Ickleton. During his time in 
Queensland, Herbert was accompanied by his companion, John Bramston 
who he had first met at Balliol College. The pair shared rooms there and 
later in London and when H erbert was Premier, Bramston was his Attorney- 
General. During their time in Queensland they created a farm and called 
the farmhouse, Herston, being a combination of their surnames. The Royal 
Brisbane and Women's H ospital now occupies the site. The name was also 
given to the Brisbane suburb of Herston. Robert Herbert was conferred 
with a KCB in 1882, in 1892 a GCB and in this same year was appointed 
Chancellor of the Order of St Michael and St George (GCM G). A unique 
item of great Australian colonial historical significance owned by the first 
Premier of Queensland. (A similar robe to an unknown recipient was sold 
at Andreas Thies Auction - 209 (lot 188) realising 11,000 euros.)
